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PEBFACB. 



In bringing before the faithful Clergy and Laity of the 
Anglican Chnrch the following Sacramentary, carefully 
compiled, with very few exceptions, from the Western 
use as a basis, supplemented where required from 
Bastem sources, the author trusts that the following 
objects may, by the Divine help, be attained. 

I. By the faithful exhibition of the primitive doc- 
trine of the undivided Church on the holy Sacraments 
and Mysteries of the Gk>spel, to lead all to see and ap- 
preciate, and boldly maintain, the Faith which was 
once for all delivered to the saints, and embodied in the 
traditions which we have received from the Apostles 
and the Fathers of the Church. 

n. To bring all to see the sad losses which we of 
the English Church have sustained by the deplorable 
mutilation, and, in some cases, total rejection, of pri- 
mitive rites and usages taught and practised by the 
undivided Church, to the great peril of the doctrines 
enshrined in them ; so that all may candidly confess 
these losses, and heartily desire and work for the full 
restoration of these rites and usages. 

m. To indicate to those who are set over us a plain 
and effectual manner of recovering our losses, omitting 
no important feature in the ancient Sacramental Offices, 
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and, at the same time, avoiding that complexity in de- 
tails which was alleged, with some reason, as the cause 
, which led to the " revision," or rather, mutilation of 
the venerable rites and usages of the primitive and un- 
divided Church. 

In these troublous times, when the Church is 
attacked by her enemies from within and from with- 
out, and when there is among all true members of 
her body a yearning after unity and peace, it surely 
behoves her to seek out the old ways, and ask for 
the old paths, that, walking therein, she may be saved. 

A voice seems most plainly sounding in our ears, 
** Walk about Zion, and go round about her ; tell the 
towers thereof, mark ye well her bulwarks.'' Inspired 
and animated by such divine words of hope and joy, 
let us rest not till we win back our Catholic heritage, 
and our former glory. Then men may yet say of us 
of the renovated English Church, " She is the joy of 
the whole earth j Qod is in the midst of her, therefore 
she shall not be moved. Come ye, and let us walk in 
the Ught of the Lord."

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OONCBRNING THE SACBAMENTS IN 
GENEBAL. 



The Sacraments are outward and visible signs of 
inward and Spiritual graces, given to us, and ordained 
by Christ, as means whereby we receive the same, and 
as pledges to assnre ns thereof. 

It is right and necessary, therefore, that all to whom 
it appertains should know and diligently observe all 
things which, by the ancient traditions of the Oatholic 
Church, or by the SacredCanons, have been prescribed 
concerning the rites and ceremonies of the Holy Sacra- 
ments. 

Since, therefore, in the Church of God nothing 
can be thought holy or useful, nothing more excellent 
or divine, than those Sacraments which were instituted 
by Christ for the Salvation of the human race, the 
parish Priest, or any other Priest to whom pertains 
their ministration, ought, in the first place, to remem- 
ber that he handles most holy things, and that there- 
fore he ought at all times to be prepared, duly and 
reverently, to administer the sama 

Wherefore, he shall always have care that he spend 
his life soberly, chastely, and piously; for although 
Sacraments cannot be corrupted by impure hands, nor 
can their effect be hindered by wickedness in the 
ministers of them, yet those impurely or unworthily 
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ministering them bring on themselyes the penalty of 
eternal death ; for to those who minister them, and to 
those who partake of them, these things are, as saith 
the apostle, either a ** eavonr of life nnto life, or death 
unto death.** If a Priest, therefore, should be consdons 
of mortal ton, (which God forbid,) let him not presume 
to minister in these holy things, till he have first 
thoroughly repented in his heart, and, if there be op- 
portunity, obtained absolution for the same in Sacra- 
mental confession. 

At what hour of the day or the night he shall be 
called to administer Holy Sacraments, let him delay 
not, especially if there be urgent necessity. Besides 
this, he shall frequently admonish his people that they 
delay not to call him whenever there is need of the 
sacred ministry. 

He himself, so often as he approaches to ministration 
of these divine things, shall, if there be opportunity, 
give himself to prayer and to meditation on the sacred 
Mystery which he is about to perform, and arrange 
the order of ministering and the ceremonies accord- 
ing as the occasion and time shall permit. 

If the matter-of any Sacrament should become defi- 
cient in quantity, and it be inconvenient, impossible, or 
irregular, to consecrate more at that time, the Priest may 
add to it some more of its kind, unblessed, so that it 
be less in quantity than that which is already blessed. 
. If the matter of any Sacrament becomes corrupt and 
unfit for use, it should be consumed in the fire, or cast 
into the Sacrarium by the Priest. 

If, in the ministration of a Sacrament, the intending 
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recipient should be in imminent danger of death, the 
Priwt should always in snch case administer the 
Sacrament in its substance, that is, the consecrated 
matter and the form of administration prescribed ; and 
if the person recover, he shall then supply the accus- 
tomed rites and ceremonies. 

In every administration of the Sacraments the Priest 
must be vested as the Church prescribes, unless there 
be urgent necessity to hinder him, or the requisite 
vestments are not to be had. He should also have 
with him one minister or derk, or, if possible, more, 
according to the requirements of the Sacrament he is 
goiag to administer ; and these should be vested in de- 
cent habits, that is to say, cassocks, over which they 
shall have surplices. The Priest will take care that 
the sacred Hnen vestments, ornaments, and vessels, be 
whole and entire, and that they be dean and comely. 

The Priest in care of souls shall, from time to time, 
diligently instruct his people in the Catholic doctrine, 
and explain to them the virtue and dignity of the Sac- 
raments, and the signification and use of the rites and 
ceremonies used in their ministration. 

When he ministers any Sacrament, he shall pro- 
nounce attentively, distinctly, and reverently, with a 
dear voice, those words which pertain to their essence 
and form of administration. In like manner shall he 
say the other prayers, Ac., devoutly, and piously ; nor 
should he trust to his memory, which often f aUs, but 
redte all things from the sacred books. The accom- 
panying rites and ceremonies he should perform with 
such devotion and solemnity, that they may raise th6 
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minds of those who witness them to the contemplation 
of the heavenly things signified thereby. 

When proceeding to administer in holy things, the 
Pziesf s mind should be intent on what he is about to 
perform, nor should he speak with another concerning 
anything which does not pertain to it. 

The parish Priest, and all other Priests, should take 
care, lest in the administration of the Sacraments he 
should in any case, or on any occasion, either directly 
or indirectly, demand or seek any reward or payment. 
Xiet him administer fdl the Holy Sacraments freely, so 
diat every suspicion, eren the least, of simony or 
avarice may be far remoyed. But if, after the adminis- 
tration of any Sacrament, anything should be offered 
him by the faithful, willingly and of their own accord 
as a freewill offering, let him reoeiTe it, for that he 
may lawfully do, according to custom, unless the 
Bishop may direct otherwise. 

To the faithful of another parish he should not ad- 
minister the Sacraments, unless in cases of necessity, 
or by permission of the parish Priest, or of the 
ordinary. 

The Priest should admonish all who recdve the 
Sacraments, as occasion and opportunity shall serve, 
that they be truly penitent, and piously and devoutly 
disposed, so that they may receive them with all due 
reverence to their profit and not to their hurt ; likewise, 
those who are present at their administration, that 
they may witness these holy rites with reverence and 
piety, raising their minds with those that receive them 
to thoughts of heavenly things. 
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This Bitual book all sacred ministers (Bishops, Priests, 
and Deaoo.ns,) shall continually have with them, so 
that when they minister they may devoutly and dili- 
gently observe all rites and ceremonies therein pre- 
scribed-.

SACRAMENT OP HOLT BAPTISM. 



Holt Bafhsm is the beginning of the Ghrifltian 
religion, and the gate of eternal life ; because, among 
the other Sacraments of the New Govenant instituted 
by Christ, it holds the first place, and is necessary to 
the salvation of all. This the Eternal Truth Himself 
testifies: "Verily, verily, I say unto you, except a 
man be bom of water and the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God." Therefore, the greatest 
diligence should be had that this Sacrament should be 
duly and ritnally administered and received. 

For the right administration of this Sacrament some 
things are of divine obligation, and therefore absolutely 
necessary— as the matter, the form, and the minister : 
other things are necessary to its solemnity —as the rites 
and ceremonies, which, being of apostolic and most 
ancient tradition, it is not lawful to omit, save in cases 
of extreme necessity. 
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OF THE MATERIAL OF BAPTISM. 

The material of thia Sacrament is Water, pure and 
natmral, nor can any other liquid be used. The water is 
solemnly consecrated in the yigil of Epiphany, Easter, 
and Pentecost, every year, and should be carefully pre- 
served in the Font, free from all dust or impurity. 
When new water is to be blessed, that which is in the 
Font should be poured ofB before it is filled with fresh 
water. 

If the consecrated water should waste away, so 
as to leave an insufficient quantity for baptism, some 
water not blessed may be added, provided it be in less 
quantity than the wat^ already blessed in the Font. 

If the species of water become corrupt or impure, 
the Font first being cleaned, shall be filled by the 
deacon with pure water, which the Priest shall bless 
as prescribed in the office for Baptism. The benedic- 
tion of the Font, when used apart from the office, be- 
gins at the Domintu Volnsctm and Surstm Corda, and 
ends with the FtUer Notter. 

If the water should be congealed, let it be remedied 
by the infusion of hot water that it may melt, or if too 
cold, let it be warmed by the same means, so that being 
tepid it may not injure infants. 



OF THE FORM OF BAPTISM. 
Since the form of administering baptism is contained 
in these words: "1 baptise thee in the Name qf the 
Father, and qf the Son^ and qfthe Roly Ghost** (used

after the benediction of the water,) this is certainly 
essential ; nor may these words be in any way altered, 
but they must be pronounced at the same time with 
the trine immersion. 

It is not lawful in any way to repeat baptism ; bat 
if, after due inquiry, there be doubt concerning the bap- 
tism of any, let him be baptised conditionaJly in this 
form : ^^ If thou art not already baptised, J baptise tkse 
in the Name" &c. This form is not to be used lightly^, 
but, after diligent examination, if it appear doubtful 
that the child waa rightly baptised in the oommunio& 
of the Church. 

Baptism is performed by immersion of the person 
(kneeling) thrice under the water j but in cases of ur- 
gent necessity — ^as in danger of death^it is lawful to 
perform it by a^^usion, care being taJicen that the water 
be thrice poured upon the head at the mention of each 
person of the Trinity, and that it be one and t^e same 
person that dips in (or pours) the water and pronounces 
the words. When water is poured on the head, it 
should be done in the form of a> cross. 

In the case of infants, care should be taken to im- 
merse than with the face toward the water, so that 
there be no danger of suffocation. 



OF THE MINISTER OF BAPTISM. 

The lawful minister of baptism id the parish priest, 
or any other priest in his abseace, or delegated by him. 
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OF HOLT BAPTISM. 16 

But if the infant or adiilt be in clanger of death, he 
may be baptised by a deacon, or eyen by one in minor 
orders, or even by a layman or woman, with holy 
water, and even with unblessed water if holy water 
cannot be had, provided always that the due form of 
words be observed, and it be done with the intention 
of the Catholic Church. In the absence of a Priest^ 
sUl solemnities of Baptism, Exordsm, and the like 
must be omitted, and nothing used but the blessed water 
and the form of administration, *'Ibaptige thee in the 
nameJ* Ac. 

The water used in private baptisms should be poured 
into the Font or the piscina in the Sacrarium, or cast 
into the fire, reverently. 



OF ADULTS. 



If any adults seek baptism, they must first be admit- 
ted to be Catechumens, according to the form in the 
office, and then be diligently instructed in the Christian 
faith, according to apostolic rule, and in all holy virtues j 
and for some time before their baptism they must be 
exercised in works of piety and deyotion, and their 
will and their sincerity of purpose often tried ; and if 
they then be found grounded in the faith, willing and 
sincere, let ttiem be baptised. 

But if any, while under instruction, should fall sick, 
and be in peril of death, and wish tobebaptised, regard 
being to the danger or necessity, they shall be baptised. 
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The baptism of adults should be delayed (if it can be 
conyeniently,) till one of the solemn times for baptism, 
that the Bishop may baptise them with the greater 
solemnity ; but if this cannot be done oonTeniently, let 
the Priest baptise them. . 

Adult Catechumens should answer the interrogations 
of the. Priest ; but if any be dumb or deaf, or ignorant 
of the language, his god-parent shall answer for him, 
or an interpreter, or he shall express his consent by 
writing or by signs. 

The Catechumens should be admonished, that they 
may be truly penitent for aU past sins. 

For greater reverence to this Sacrament, it is 
convenient that both the Priest administering, and 
the persons reoeiying it, if adults and in health, should 
be fasting. 

Adults of unsound mind, or lunatics, should not be 
baptised unless they were such from infancy, in which 
case they must be judged of as infants, and baptised 
accordingly in the faith of the Church. But if they 
have lucid intervals, and during these interval') of 
sanity express a wish to be baptised,^ they should then be 
baptised. The same is to be said of those who suffer 
from lethargy or phrenzy : that he is to be baptised if 
he express his wish in a moment of consciousness. 
But if peril of death be nigh, let them be baptised, even 
Aough unconscious or insane, if in any previous mo- 
ment of sanity they have expressed their desire to be 
baptised. 

The priest should diligently enquire of those seeking 
baptism whether they have been lawfully baptised be- 
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fore, lest through ignorance or fraud, or through any 
other cause, they seek to be baptised again. 

Heretics and Schismatics coming from those who re- 
tain valid orders to the Catholic Church, are not to be 
rebaptised, unless it appears the form or the matter in 
their baptism was through any cause omitted or cor- 
rupted ; but their baptism is to be supplemented by the 
accustomed rites of the Catholic Church. Those con- 
verts who come to the Church from heretical sects 
which have no valid orders among them, should be re- 
baptised according to the Catholic rites, conditionally. 



OF INFANTS. 



The Priest should take care that all infants under 
his charge, who have been privately baptised, should, 
as soon as possible, be brought to the church, that the 
accustomed rites and ceremonies may be supplied, — 
that is, the signing with the cross, the laying on of the 
Priest's hand, the exsufflations, the exorcism, the Gtos- 
pel) the sponsions, the PaUr Noster, the delivery of the 
chrism, the taper, and concluding prayer and Idessing ; 
omitting the litany, the benediction of the water, and 
the baptism. 

The baptised should directly after be confirmed 
also, and receive the Holy Eucharist. 

The Priest should always instruct sponsors to answer 
for the infants those interrogations addressed to them 
in the baptismal office. 
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OF SPONSOBS. 

The Priest should take care and enquire diligently 
concerning those chosen to be sponsors or god-parenta 
to answer for the infants at the Holy Font, lest they 
should be unworthy, or unfit, or incapable. 

Two sponsors only, or at the most three, can be per- 
mitted, but they must not be three men or three women. 
The father or the mother of the baptised may be one of 
three. A sx)onsor for an infant or adult must be a com- 
municant, and above fourteen years of age. 

No infidels, heretics, schismatics, nor those excom- 
municated or under the censure of the Church, can 
therefore be admitted to this office of sponsor; neither 
any who are insane, or ignorant of the rudiments of 
the Catholic faith ; for those who are spiritual parents 
must be able and ready, if need be, to teach the faith to 
tiioBe for whom they answered at the Font. 



OF THE TIME FOR BAPTISM. 

Although it be lawful to administer baptism at any 
time, yet there are three sacred seasons, in which, from 
the earliest times in the ancient Church, holy Baptism 
was a^lministered statedly, with all its solemn rites and 
ceremonies, — ^namely, the festlyal of Epiphany; holy 
Saturday or Vigil of Easter, and the Vigil of Pente- 
cost. 

This custom should be piously observed in all 
churches ; and even if there be no baptisms, the Font 
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OF HOLT BAPTISM. 19 



must be blessed with all the solemnities at these times. 
Baptisms may be administered throughout the octaves 
of the above festiyals. At other times they should be 
performed on Sundays after the first or the second 
Vespers, or at the hour of Terce. 



OF THE PLACE FOR BAPTISM. 

Although it be lawful, in case of urgent necessity 
to baptise anywhere, yet the proper place for perform- 
ing baptism is the Baptistery, whioh should be in the 
Church, at the west entrance, or near to it. 

Therefore, except in cases of necessity, no one may 
baptise in private places, unless, indeed, it be asked by 
those whose residence may be at a great distance from 
the church, and in whose house there may be an 
oratory, or private chapel, in which the baptismal 
water may be blessed after the accustomed manner. 

The Baptistery should be in a fitting place, in a 
porch of the church, and at the west end if convenient, 
and should be protected, where there are no walls, by 
screens suitably ornamented. In the centre of it 
should be the Font, which must be well built of stone 
or some solid material. It should be capable of con- 
taining at least one adult, so that, kneeling in it, the 
water may rise to his breast without flowing over the 
Font, 

There should be a ©over over it to preserve the 
water from dust or impurities, and the screen should 
be secured by a door, with look and key, which should 
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be alwajTS in poflsession of the Priest, or the deacon in 
his absence. When it can be conveniently done, a 
pictnre shonld be placed over tl^e east end or altar of 
the Baptistery, representing Christ being baptised by 
John in the Jordan. 



OF THE RITUAL, ACCESSORIES, &c. 

The Oil of Catechumens which is nsed in baptism is 
blessed by the Bishop, according to custom. Every 
Priest having care of souls should, on Maunday Thurs- 
day, or at the earliest opportunity after, obtain a portion 
of this oil from his Bishop, and then bum the old oil 
in the Sacrarium. The old oil should not be used be- 
yond the year, except in case of necessity. 

And if the holy Oil should seem to be insufficient, 
and he cannot procure more of the blessed Oil, let him 
add some pure oil of olives, unblessed, to that abeady 
blessed, but in less quantity. 

It should always be preserved in a silver or tin vessel, 
with a close cover, and on it the name of the Oil should be 
inscribed in large letters, so that no error may be com- 
mitted. The same care should be taken of the Oil of 
Catechumens as of the Chrism and the Oil of the Sick. 

All vessels containing holy Oil should be kept in a 
proper and fitting place in the Baptistery, and under 
lock and key, lest any one beside the Priest should have 
access to them, and they should be carelessly handled, 
or sacrilege committed with them. 
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Any cotton, Ac, that has been used with the holy- 
Oil, should be burned, and the ashes poured into the 
Sacrarium. 

When the sacrament of Baptism is to be administered, 
these things ought to be in readiness : — 

The vessel containing the Oil of the Catechumens. 

Single garments for immersion, according to the 
number of Catechumens. 

A large shell, for use when baptism is performed by 
affusion. 

A basin, wherein the water pouring off the head 
may be received. 

A piece of cotton, or some similar stuff, to wipe the 
pltices anointed by the holy Oil. 

Two stoles, one white, another violet, to be changed 
as directed ; but when two may not be had, one, at 
least, should be used. 

A towel or mundatory for drying the hands, and a 
basin wherein the Priest washes his hands before and 
after baptism, which should be kept to this use only. 

White vestments, according to the number of those 
baptised. 

Wax tapers, to be put into their hands. 
A stand to hold the book for the Priest, unless an 
acolyte does this. 

Finally, the office book should be ready, and the 
baptismal book or register, in which the names of the 
baptised are inscribed with pen and ink. 

All things being thus prepared for the ministration 
of so great a Sacrament, the Priest first washes his 
hands in the vestry, and then puts over his cassock a 
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rochet, or alb, with violet stole, and attended by a 
deacon, or reader, or acol3rte, (one or more,) in surplices, 
who may assist him, approaches to the outer chamber 
or entrance of the baptistery, where the candidates for 
baptism shall meet him. 

Before commencing the rite, (unless he knows these 
things already,) he shall know from what parish the 
candidates come; whether male or female; whether 
baptised at home; by whom, and with what form and 
matter; who are the sponsors ; &c. ; but all these things 
the Priest should ascertain beforehand if possible. 

The Priest should take care that no heathen or pro- 
fane name be given to the candidates, but some Christian 
name ; if possible, that of some saint, whose example 
may remind them of their vows to live a pious, sober, 
and godly life. 

The candidates being arranged, with their sponsors, 
the male on the right iiand of the Priest, and the female 
on the left, he proceeds with the office as prescribed. 
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TTie Priesif vested in Rochet and Violet Stolen meets the 
Candidates vnth their Sponsors at the west door of 
the Baptistery. He then demands the name of each 
Candidate^ and proceeds to admit them to he Catechu- 
mensjjirst saying ^ — 

N. What dost thou desire ? 
Ans. Life Everlasting. 

Strait is the gate and narrow is the way 
that leadeth to eternal life. If thou wilt 
enter into life, keep the commandments : 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy strength, and 
with all thy mind ; and, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself: on these two com- 
mandments hang all the law and the pro- 
phets. And the Catholic faith is this : That 
thou worship One God in Trinity, and 
Trinity in Unity, neither confounding the 
Persons nor dividing the Substance. 
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The Lord be "with you. 

And vdth thy Spirit 

Let us Pray. 

Almighty and Everlasting God, Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, look down, we be- 
seech Thee, upon these Thy servants, whom 
Thou hast vouchsafed to call to the true 
faith. Take from them all blindness of heart, 
break all the bonds of Satan, by which they 
have been bound. Open unto them the door 
of Thy mercy. Grant unto them that they 
may be free from all defilements of carnal 
desires, and may joyfully serve Thee in Thy 
Church, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

The Priest then signs each with the crosSf and blesses 
them, kneeling^ saying, — 
Lord, we beseech Thee mercifully to 
hear our prayers, and by the power of the 
Cross of Thy Christ, with which we + sign 
them, preserve these Thy servants^ whom 
Thou hast chosen, that they may attain to the 
glory of the new birth, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

Then he lays his hands on the heads of the Candidates^ 
saying,-^ 
In the name of Thee, Lord, Thou God 
of Truth, and of Thy only begotten Son, and 
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of Thy Holy Spirit, I lay my hands upon thes^e 
Thy servants^ N.N., to whoaa Thou hast given 
grace to flee to Thy holy name, and to take 
refuge under the shadow of Thy wings. 
Remove far from them that ancient trespass, 
and fill them with Faith and Hope and Love 
towards Thee, the only true God, and Thy 
only begotten Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and Thy All-Holy Spirit. Grant unto them 
to walk in all . Thy commandments, and io 
observe and do all those things which are 
pleasing unto Thee. Write thevr names in 
the book of Life. Unite them to the flock of 
Thine inheritance. I^et Thy holy name be 
glorified upon them. Let Thine eyes be ever 
upon them in mercy, and Thine ear ever open 
to hear the voice of their supplication. Make 
them, glad in the works of their hands, that 
they may give thanks unto Thee, worship- 
ing and glorifying Thy gref.t Name, and 
may continually praise Thee all the days of 
their lives : for all the hosts of heaven praise 
Thee, and Thine is the glory, O Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost, now and for ever. Amen, 

Then breathing thrice upon each face, he exorcises them, 
saying,— 

I exorcise thee, thou evil and unclean 
spirit, in the Name of the + Father, and of

The 4- Son, and of + the Holy Ghost, 
the Lord rebuketh thee, O Satan, even the 
Lord Who came into the world and dwelt 
among men, that He might destroy thy em- 
pire and deliver mankind ; Who upon the 
Cross openly triumphed over principalities 
and powers, and by death destroyed death, 
and dethroned him who had the power of 
death, even thee, O Satan. Wherefore, ac- 
curBed one, fear Him Who is coming to judge 
the world, and to cast thee and all thy angels 
into the lake of fire, and condenm thee for 
ever and ever to that outer darkness.

O Lord and Master, Who didst make man 
after Thine Own image and likeness, and 
didst give to him the power of eternal life, 
and Who didst not despise him when he fell 
through sin, but didst contrive the salvation 
of the world by the Incarnation of Thy 
Christ, — do Thou, having redeemed these 
Thy creatures from the slavery of the Enemy, 
receive them to Thy heavenly kingdom, open 
the eyes of their understanding, that the light 
of Thy G ospel may shine in thern^ and grant 
them a bright Angel to deliver them from 
all snarjBs of the Enemy, and from all evil 
delusions, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen, 

[Here, if the water he already blessed in the Fomt, or if 
the Catechumens be adults, the Gospel is read as 
presanbed, and the admission shall end with the 
leading them into the Baptistery. \ 

The Priest then demands of the Catechumens, being turned 
to the tcest, — 

Dost thou renounce Satan, and all his 
angels, and all his works ? 
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Ans, I renounce them all 

Then turning them to the eastj he asks further ^ — 

Dost thou join Christ ? 
Ana, I join Him. 
Dost thou believe in Him ? 
Ans. I believe in Him as my King and 
my QocL 

Then the Priest, with his right thumb dipped in the oil 
of Catechumens, shall sign him on thejbrehead and 
on the breast with the sign of the cross, saying, — 

N. I anoint thee with the Oil + of 
Salvation, in the Name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost ; and be 
not ashamed of the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but confess the Faith of Him cruci- 
fied, and continue His faithful soldier and 
servant unto the end. Amen. 

Then the Priest leads the Catechumens into the Baptistery, 
taking one by the right hand, saying, — 

Enter thou into the temple of God, that 
thou mayest have part 'with Christ unto life 
everlasting. Amen, 

Here begins the Benediction of the Font. 

The following Anthem is sung or said when they have 

entered into the Baptistery, during which the Priest, 

or the Bishop if he be present, goes into his Vestry, 

and puts on a Violet Cope, the jKolytes lighting 
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the tapers. He then goes to the Font^ preceded by 
the acolytes and the cross-bearer, [If the Font be 
already blessed, then the Catechumens shall here 
withdraw at the singing of this psalm, to prepare 
for baptism, ] 

Psalm xlii. Qaem adnwdum. 

As the hart panteth after the fountain of 
water : so my soul panteth after Thee, O God, 
My soul is athirst for God, yea, even for the 
living God: when shall I come to appear 
before the presence of God. 

My tears have been my meat day and 
night : while they daily say unto me, Where is 
now thy God 1 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, 
and to the Holy Ghost. 
, From the beginning, both now and for 
ever, and to ages of ages. Amen. 

Then shall the Deacon, attended by two acolytes with 
burning tapers, read the Gospel with the usual cere- 
monies, saying, — 

The Lord be with you. 

And with thy Spirit, 

The holy Gospel is written in the third 
chapter of the Gospel according to St. John, 
beginning at the first verse. 

Glory be to Thee, Lord. 
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There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. The same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, 
Kabbi, we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God : for no man can do these 
miracles that thou doest, except God be with 
him. Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, 1 say unto thee, Except a 
man be bom again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God, Nicodemus saith unto him. 
How can a man be bom when he is old 1 
can he enter a second time into his mother's 
womb, and be bomi Jesus answered, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee. Except a man 
be bom of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. That which 
is bom of the flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is bom of the Spirit is Spirit. Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be bom again. 

Praise he to The^ Christ 

Then the Priest^ receiving the censer from the deacon, 
and putting incense therein, censes the Font in a 
circle, and gives the censer back to the deacon ; then 
standing at the Font, looking eastward, he says^ — 

In the Name + of the Father, of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Avnen. 
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The Deacon then says this Litany^ the Congregation 
answering^ — 

In peace let us beseech the Lord. 

Lordy have mercy. 

For the peace that is from above is for 
the salvation of our souls. 

Lordy have mercy. 

That this water may be hallowed by the 
might, and operation, and visitation of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Lordy have mercy. 

That there may be sent down upon it 
the grace of redemption, and the blessing of 
Jordan. 

Lordy have mercy. 

That this water may become a means 
of averting every snare of visible and invi- 
sible enemies. 

Lordy have mjercy. 

That they who are to be baptised in it may 
be worthy of the kingdom of incoiTuption. 

Lordy have mercy. 

That they may become children of the 
light, and inheritors of eternal blessings. 

Lordy have mercy. 

That they may be planted together, and 
be partakers of the death and resurrection 
of Christ our Grod. 

Lordy home m/ercy. 
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That they may keep the robe of their 
baptism stainless, and tinblameable, in the 
terrible day of Christ our Grod. 

Lord, have mercy. 

That this water may be to them the 
laver of regeneration for the remission of sins, 
and for the putting on of incorruption. 

Lord, have mercy. 

That both they and we may be delivered 
from all tribulation, anger, danger, and 
necessity. 

Lordy have mercy. 

The Priestf standing as before^ then says, — 

O Lord, hear our prayer. 

And let our cry come unto Thee, 
Let us Pray. 

O God, the everliving Protection of all 
that ask, the Deliverance of them that en- 
treat, the Peace of them that pray, the Life 
of them that believe, and the "Resurrection 
of the dead, we caU upon Th«e, in behalf of 
these Thy servants, N. N. who, seeking the 
gift of Thy baptism, desire to obtain eWnal 
grace by the laver of regeneration. Accept 
them, O Lord, and inasmuch as Thou hast 
vouchsafed to say, "Ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive ; seek, and ye shall find ; knt^ck, and 
it shall be opened unto you ;*' so do Thou 
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reach forth the reward to them asking ; let 
them^ seeking, find ; open the gate to them 
knocking ; that theyy having obtained an 
eternal benediction from Thy heavenly laver, 
may receive the kingdom which Thou hast 
promised to bestow, who livest and reignest 
ever, One God, world without end. Amen, 

Here the Catechumens withdraw to prepare for baptism 
in the place appointed for that purpose. Then 
shall the Priegtf {or Bishop^ if he be present j) bless 
the Font, first saying , — 

The Lord be with you. 

And vnth thy Spi/nt 

lift up your hearts on high. 

We lift them up unto the Lord, 

Let us give thanks to the Lord our God. 

It is meet and right so to do. 

It is truly meet and right, and available 
to salvation, that we should give thanks 
unto Thee always, and in all places, O Lord, 
Holy Father, Almighty, Everlasting God, 
Who, by Thy invisible power, dost wonder- 
fully produce the efficacy of Thy Sacra- 
ments ; Whose Spirit, in the beginning of 
the world, moved upon the waters, that even 
then the nature of water might receive the 
virtue of Sanctification ; Who by water 
didst wash away the crimes of a guilty world; 
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and by the overflowing of the deluge, didst 
give us a figure of regeneration, that one 
and the same element might, in a mystery, 
be the end of vice and the oiigin of virtue : 
Therefore, with Angela and Archangels, 
and with all the Company of Heaven, we 
laud and magnify Thy glorious Name, ever- 
more praising Thee, and saying, — 

(Here is sung or said by aU togetheTy^ 

Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of Hosts, 
Heaven and Earth are full of the majesty 
of Thy glory. Praise be to Thee, O Lord 
Most High. Amen, 

The Priestj (or the BishopJ standing as before, pro- 
ceeds, — 

All praise be to Thee, O Lord, our God ; 
Who, by the streams of Thy abundant grace, 
fillest Thy city with joy, and openest the 
Fountain of baptism all over the world, for 
the regeneration of the Gentiles, that by Thy 
command It may receive the grace of Thy 
Son by the power of the Holy Ghost ; Who, 
by the secret efficacy of His divine virtue, 
may render this Water fruitful for the re- 
generation of men, to the end that those who 
are to be sancti&ed in the immaculate womb 
of this divine Font, and are to be bom again 
new creatures, may come forth a heavenly 
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ofisprmg, and that all, however distinguished 
by age or time, may be brought forth to the 
same infancy by their spiritual mother : 
Therefore we pray and beseech Thee that 
{here the Priest touches the. Water mth his 
hand) this Thy innocent creature of "Water 
may be free from all assaults and snares of 
the Enemy. Let it become a living Fountain, 
a regenerating "Water, a puiifying Stream ; 
that all those that are to be washed in this 
saving Bath may obtain, by the power of 
the Holy Ghost, a perfect purification. O, 
Almighty and Ever-living God, Who madest 
Water to flow from the Fountain of Para- 
dise, and commanded it to water the whole 
earth, with its four rivers; Who, changing 
its bitterness in the desert into sweetness, 
made it fit to drink ; Who brought it forth 
out of a rock to quench the thirst of Thy 
people : (here he makes the sign of the cross 
over the Font, saying^ bless + Uiis Water 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, Thy only Son, 
Who, in Cana of Galilee, changed it into wine 
by a wonderful miracle of His power ; Who 
walked upon it without sinking, and was 
baptised in it by John in the Jordan ; Who, 
for the remission of sin, did shed out of His 
most precious side, bol^ Water and Blood, 
and gave commandment to His Disciples, 
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that they should go teach all nations, and 
baptise them in the Name of the Father, of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Be gra- 
ciously present with us, who are obeying Thy 
precept, and mercifully favour us. (Here 
the Priest dimdea the Water with his hand in 
the form of a Cross.) Bless + and Sanctify 
these simple Waters, that, besides their 
natoi'al virtue of cleansing the body, they 
may also have the pow-er of cleansing the 
soul. May the power of the Holy Ghost 
descend on the fulness of this Font, and 
fecundate the whole substance of this + 
Water, so as to bring about regeneration. 
May the stain of all sins be here wiped out. 
May that nature which was created after Thy 
Image, be cleansed from all the defilements 
of its old state ; that every person who 
enters this sacrament of Regeneration, may 
be reborn into the new infancy of true in- 
nocence, through the same Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

Then the Prtest, pouring a little holy Oil crosstoise into 
the Fontf saySy — 
May this font be fecundated + and sanc- 
tified with this holy Oil of salvation, that it 
may become a fountain of living water, 
springing up into eternal life, to all who go 
down into it Amen. 
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Then he shall say as follows^ — 
Let us Pray. 

O merciful God, grant that the old A dam 
in them that shall be baptised in this Foun- 
tain, ma^ be so buried, that the new man 
may be raised up again. Amen, 

Let all carnal affections die in them, and 
all things belonging to the Spirit live and 
grow in them. Amen. 

Grant that they may have power and 
strength to have victory, and triumph against 
the world, the flesh, and the devil. Amen. 

Whosoever shall confess Thee in this 
place, recognise him, O Lord ! in Thy king- 
dom. Amen. 

. Let all sin and vice be extinguished in 
this Fountain, that they may not rise agnin. 
Amen. 

Grant that whosoever shall here begin to 
be of Thy flock may evermore continue in 
the same. Amen. 

Whosoever here shall deny himself, let 
him gam Thee, O Lord, the everlasting 
Treasure. Amen. 

Grant that whosoever is here regenerated 
by our office and ministry may also be 
endued with heavenly virtues, and everlast- 
ingly rewarded through Thy mercy, O 
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Blessed Lord God, Who dost live and govern 
all things, world without end.' Amen, 

Pater Noster, 
Our Father Who art in heaven, Hallowed 
be Thy Name. Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily Bread. And for- 
give us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 
And lead us not into temptation ; But de- 
liver us from the evil one : For Thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
for ever and ever. Amen, 

The Priest shall then incense the water in the form of a 
Cross, and then deliver the Censer to the Deacon. 
Then, bowing each time profoundly towards the 
Font, the Priest shall say, — 

Hail ! Thou Water Eternal Cleansing ! 

Hail ! Thou Laver of Regeneration ! 

Hail ! Thou Well of Life and Immortality ! 
Here shall begin the Rite of Baptising. 
The Catechumens being brought or led by their Sptmsors, 
re-enter the Baptistery, the males standing on the 
right hand of the Priest, and the females on the left. 
The Priest shall then demand of them separately, 
or, ij they be infants, of their Sponsors in their 
names, liaving first turned them to the westy — 

Dost thou renounce Satan ? 

/ do renounce him. 
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Dost thou renounce all his works and all 
his angels 1 

I do renounce them. 

Dost thou renounce his service and all his 
pomps 1 

I do renounce them. 

Hast thou renounced Satan 1 

J have renounced him. 

Abjure him. 

/ ahjwre thee, Satan, wicked and most 
cruel tyrant, and no longer fear thy power, 
which Christ hath destroyed. I renounce 
thee, cunning and crafty serpent, who led- 
dest our first parents into apostacy. I re- 
nounce thee, accursed devil, the creator and 
aider of all evil. 

The Priest then changes his vestments for white ones. 
Then turning them to the east^ toith their hands 
down, the Priestfurther demands of each, — 

Dost thou join Christ ? 

/ do join Christ 

Dost thou believe in One God, the Father 
Almighty, Maker of Heaven and Earth, 
and of all things visible and invisible ? 

/ do believe. 

Dost thou believe in One Lord Jesus 
Christ, the only begotten Son of God. Be- 
gotten of His Father before all worlds, God 
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of God, Light of light, very God of very- 
God, begotten, not made. Being of One 
Substance with the Father. By Whom all 
things were made, Who, for us men and for 
our Salvation, came down from Heaven, and 
was Incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the 
Viigin Mary, and was made man, and was 
crucitied for ua under Pontius Pilate ; He 
suffered and was buried, and the third day 
He rose again, according to the Scriptures., 
and ascended into Heaven, and sitteth at 
the right hand of the Father, and He shall 
again with glory come to judge both the quick 
and the dead ] 

/ do believe. 

Dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost, 
the Lord and Giver of life. Who proceedeth 
from the Father through the Son; Who, 
with the Father and the Son together, is 
worshipped and glorified, Who spake by the 
Prophets. And in One Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church ; one Baptism for the re- 
mission of sins; the Resurrection of the dead, 
and the Life of the world to come 1 

/ do believe. 

Hast thou joined Christ 1 

/ have joined Christ 

Adore Him. 
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The Catechumens, kneeling eastward^ adore, saying^ — 

/ adore the Father^ the Son, and the Holy 
Ghosty the consubslantial and undivided 
Trinity^ One God for ever and ever. 

Then the Priest saySy — 
Blessed be God who willeth that all men 
should be saved, and should come to the 
knowledge of the truth, now and ever, and 
to ages of ages. Amen, 

Then the Priest demands ofeachy — 

N. Wilt thou be baptised into Christ 1 
That is my desire. 

The Priest shall then lead the Catechumens to the /bnt^ in 
which they will Jcneelj facing east; and the Priest 
shall lay his hand on the head of each, and put it 
thrice under the water, saying, — 

N. I baptise thee in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen, 

The Baptised then emerging from the font, the Sponsors \ 
shall receive them, the Priest saying to each, — \ 

Peace be with thea { 

The Baptised then retire to the vestry to be dried and \ 
clothed, during which is sung by the Priest and 

Choir — I 

d2 ' 
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Beati Quorum. 

Blessed is the man whose unrighteousness 
is forgiven, and whose sin is covered. 

And then the rest of the 32d Psalm, or else this Hymn, — 

With Christ we share a mystic grave j 

With Christ we buried lie ; 
But 'tis not in the darksome cave 

By mournful Calvary. 

The pure and bright baptismal flood 

Entombs our nature's stain ; 
New creatures from the cleansing wave 

With Christ we rise again. 

Happy, if through this world of strife, 

And sin, and selfish care. 
This new-bom robe of righteousness 

We undefiled wear. 

Happy, if through the gate of death, 

Glorious at last, and free, 
We to our joyful rising pass, 

O risen Lord, with Thee ! 

At the close of the Psalm or Hymn, (which may be re- 
peated if necessary,) the baptised are brought back 
by their Sponsors, and facing east as before, repeat 
aloud the Ijords Prayer, (or their Sponsors for 
them, if they be infants,) along with the Priest. 
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Then the Priest puts on each the chrUom or baptis- 
mal garment, saying, — 

Receive this white garment, and see that 
thou carry it without stain to the judgujent 
seat of Christ, that thou may est have life 
eternal. Amen, 

The Priest then places a burning taper in the right hand 
qf each, (if an infant, the sponsor must hold it,) 
saying,— 

Receive this burning light, and keep 
thy baptism blameless, that when the Lord 
shall come to the nuptials, thou mayest 
meet Him with all the saints in the heavenly 
court, and have life everlasting. Amen. 

He then says this prayer: 

Blessed art Thou, O Lord God Almighty, 
Fountain of Goodness, Sun of Righ teousness, 
who hast shined as a Light of Salvation on 
them that sat in darkness, and hast given 
to us sinners the blessed laver of holy Bap- 
tism, and the divine hallowing in the quick- 
ening Chrism. And as Thou hast now 
vouchsafed anew birth to Thy servants, now 
illuminated through water and the Spirit, 
and hast granted them remission of their sins, 
voluntary and involuntaiy, so now, O Lord 
Almighty, and Merciful King, bring them 
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Part II. Holy Chrism or Confirmation.
